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Don’t Hit the Panic Button 


The Finance Committee statement of an ex- 
‘pected $50 tax rate is liable to produce some 
‘rough going, in the Town Meeting Saturday. 

The voters should not hit the Panic Button. 
No one is able to predict the tax rate at this 
time, for two reasons, and the Finance Com- 
mittee’s figure can best be described as 
“‘conservative’’. 

The changing state tax situation makes it 
impossible for the communities to predict the 
state’s share in any local tax picture. The 
Legislature is playing a Now You See It - Now 
You Don’t game with the 1971 tax bills. 

In addition there is a question about litigation 
with the Reading Municipal Light; over taxes, 
in ~ Wilmington and North Reading, and 
$100,000 or something like it, has been set 
aside pending the adjudication. When that 
case is settled. well the Town Counsel or the 
Principal Assessor may explain the details, in 
the Town Meeting, if asked. Meanwhile, Don't 
Hit the Panic Button,

Take Article 8, for instance. 
quire land for Conservation purposes. 
intention is good. 

The land is on both sides of Lubbers Brook, 
“in back of’ the Glen Road School. The Fi- 
nance Committee says No, because back in 
1916 some engineer called Lubbers Brook by 
the name of Maple Meadow Brook. 

That error doesn’t mean a thing. The error 
was made in Massachusetts Land Court pro- 
ceedings, and when that court guarantees a 
title, it is so, even though there was an error 
in the name of the brook. 

But what should worry the voter isn’t men- 
tioned - an old cranberry bog, dating back 
over 100 years. How much will it cost to buy 
acranberry bog ? 

Cranberry bogs, twenty years ago, were pro- 
ducing $1000 an acre for their owners each 
year. What they produce today isn’t known by 
this column, but it is undoubtedly more. 

If the owners of the Winn Cranberry Bog are 
still growing cranberries commercially and 
the town takes that business by eminent domain 
it could prove very costly. At $1000 an 
acre/year, a four acre bog would be worth 
$4,000 a year, and in twenty years(the figure 
which could be used by the court) this would 
be $80,000 - and that's using 1950 figures. 

If the town doesn’t take the cranberry bog - 
what difference does it make ? No one is 
going to build houses. The brook will still be 
there. The town would probably do best to 
pass over the article - and let Conservation 
start. somewhere else, where the penalties 
‘might not be so great.

Others want the new 
road, when it is built, to be ‘‘no “access’’, so 
that houses cannot be built nor roads come in 
to the proposed street. 

Is this smart? Some of the proposed taking is 
big enough for a house lot or two. 

Articles 19 and 20 

The intention is good, even though it has 
raised the hair on the back of a few necks. 
With a Youth Commission the town can ac- 
quire certain benefits, financially. 

Perhaps Ken Zucker, the Recreation Direc- 
tor, can speak on this one. He is doing a 
pretty good job. 

Article 21 

The Town Crier has a joke that house lots in 
Wilmington are either 100 by 100 by three feet 
of water, or 100 by 100 by ten feet of rock. 

If they were down in the area that is covered 
by this article they would be 100 by 100 by 
twenty feet of rock. P 

This is a hill, in South Wilmington, southerly 
of the Town Dump, which gravel operators 
stripped at the time that Route 128 was wide- 
ned. They owned a few lots of the land, and 
they stripped the gravel off everything, in- 
cluding’ town owned land, of which there was 
quite a bit. Now there is nothing but rock 
left, high hilly rock. 

It might be a good idea to acquire the land, 
but there is a real question raised when the 
words sanitary land-fill is introduced. 

Wilmington’s dump is northerly from this 
area, a sanitary land-fill operation. It can be 
described as a family operation, being rum by 


a man and his sons. The cost, formerly; *was-> 


$24,000 a year. re Now the. bill. this column» 
understands, is to be $50,000 a year. 

The No Burning law is responsible. The 
materials being brought to the dump in the 
past year have more than doubled in volume. 

$50,000 might sound high - but could the town 
operate a municipal dump for $100,000 ? 
This column thinks not - not’ with unions, etc., 
instead of a family operation.

The best show in town, last Thursday, was the hearing 
before the Planning Board for acceptance of a plan of land 
known as Maple Manor, off Federal Street. 

Eugene Tougas of Waltham, one of the state's outstanding 
attorneys on matters of jurisprudence concerning land and 
development, was appearing for the owners, the Angeline 
Brothers. The brothers had submitted plans which com- 
pletely delineated the proposed subdivision, and were turned 
down. Tougas eliminated that, by submitting plans for a 
subdivision with only two lots, and the proposed road. 

It was a novel approach, and Tougas is a master showman, 
among other things. Unfortunately there were only the 
Planning Board, six abutters, and a couple of engineers 
present to hear and watch him - and the Planning Board 


took a very dim view of things

These two lots. if the plan was 
approved, can then be further sub- 
divided without meeting Planning 
Board approvel 

‘The Planning Board had to have 
it’s decision made and in the 
‘Town Clerk's hands by Friday of 
the plan would be approved with: 
out their signature. There had 
been two unsuccesful attempts at 
a public hearing in Jahuary. Tou: 
gas was not notified of the first 
hearing. and refused to partici 
pate in the second because he was 
improperly notified

During the two brief attempts at 
a hearing it was brought to the 
Boards attention that there might 
be an error in the street round- 
ing of Larry Lane.

Board with his plans intact 

‘Thursday afternoon on the Mc 
Fadyens exchanged the right to a 
street rounding for more land in 
the rear of the lot. The McFadyens 
felt that since their possession 
of the rounding was based on a 
misunderstanging. they were ob- 
liged to sign it over. 

Tougas had another surprise for 
the Board, a letter from the Board 
of Health recommending approval

It was dated March 3rd and can- 
celled an earlier letter the Board 
had disapproval 

Feelings ran high in the first 
half of the meeting. Danny Gillis 
reminded Tougas that he had told 
the Town there was no need for 
conservancy zoning, that the sub- 
division regulations were enough 
to protect the wetlands. Now 
Tougas was attempting to cir- 
cumvent these very controls. 
Danny told Tougas he was tired 
of lawyers bending the law to-a 
particular purpose with no due 
regard for the public interest. 

‘The last of the Planning Board 
members to speak was Mort Grant 
this after about fifty minutes of 
discussion with other members 
Mr. Grant had a number of com- 
ments and questions, and assured 
those who heard him that he had 
discussed them with Wilmington’s 
‘Town Counsel. 

When Gene Tougas asked Grant 
to “kindly continue with the Nit 
Picking” Gillis blew up - in a 
gentlemanly way. He warned 
Tougas to “behave in a proper 
manner”. or he would see to it 
that the hearing was closed. 

Later in the evening Gillis asked 
that all emotionalism on his part 
and on the part of Mr. Tougas be 
stricken from the record. 

Tougas. at the end of the hear- 
ing, told the Wilmington Planning 
Board that their rules and re- 
gulations were outdated. When 
the case is over. he said. he 
would be glad to sit down with 
the board and help them to revise 
their regulations. 

Mort Grant felt that this was 
like “a lion offering to point out 
things to a mours.”” 

As Tougas left the room. after 
the decision to disapprove had 
been voted his last words were.

Solid State Technology makes a 
Roadside Alarm. for Fire, Police. 
Ambulance or Garage help pur. 
poses. It is battery-less. and 
wire-less. It is rugged, and con- 
sists. basically. of four buttons, 
a lever-arm, and a radio. ‘The 
radio communicates with a con- 
sole, in a nearby police station 

‘That's all there is to it. The 
wayfarer. in need of help. pulls 
down a lever. punches the ap- 
propriate button (police. fire or 
ambulance. or garage) and then 
lets the lever return to its nor- 
mal position, As the lever re- 
turns a radio signal is generated, 
and at a police station as far as 
twentv-five ‘miles away a signal 
comes in. and the policeman on 
duty sees a number. much in the

BOOTS AND BLADES 


Most figure skating consists of 

curves. ot as they are technically 
called. Edges. The following 
exercise will help to prepare you 
for learning curves on one foot 
at a later time. 
Extend your arms to the sides 
palms down at about waist level 
get up a little speed forward and 
bring vour feet as close together 
as possible. going into a two foot 
forward glide. Try leaning to 
the left and you will discover that 
you will curve to the left. Still 
leaning to the left. change the 
position of your arms so the 
right arm is forward and the left 
one is behind 

You are now in the correct 
position for a two foot glide on a 
circle. Your left blade should 
be on an outside edge and your 
right blade should be on an in- 
side edge. Now try the same 
exercise to the right by leaning 
to the right with left arm for- 
ward and right arm behind. Your 
right foot will be on an outside 
edge and your left on an inside 
edge With a little practice you 
should be able to make curves 
that are part of a circle having 
a diameter of about three times 
your height. The circles pro- 
vided on a hockey rink are ideal 
to use for a guide line.
